Th^-re  are  not  many  cities  in  tht- 
world  that  rrt-ufnt  Kreatt-r  u.trat-tlonH  to  men  enRiiged  in  any 
liDinth  (if  niiinufaclurinff  than  AV'innipeK,  the  capital  city  of  Mani- 
toba. This  fact  U  carried  to  the  very  centre  of  understanding 
with  those  wlio  Itnow  HomethlnR  of  what  it  meats  when  u  city  of  175.000  people 
Invest  annually  In  manufactured  Roods  to  the  value  of  1120,000,000. 

In  addition  to  these  trade  turnover  f  uures,  there  can  be  added  136,000,000  In 
value  of  the  output  of  the  267  factories  that  are  now  operating  in  the  city  of 
WinnipeB". 

The  volume  in  output  to  supply  this  marliet  is  naturally  divided  Into  many 
commodities  of  a  varied  class  and  kind.  A  partial  tlassiflcatlon  of  the  chief 
products  that  g^  to  make  up  the  big  bulk  of  trade  handled  in  Winnipeg  natur- 
ally makes  interesting  and  instructive  reading  for  the  manufacturer.

116,000,00(1 
to  the  hardware  trade,  $15,000,000  in  groceries.  |17.000.COO  in  dry  goods  and  tex- 
tiles, 112.000,000  to  the  Iron  and  building  trades,  over  J6,000,000  to  the  boot  and 
shoe  trade,  $5,000,000  for  the  automobile  industry,  and  so  on  down  the  line,  includ- 
ing railway  and  municipal  supplies,  furniture,  drugs,  electrical  appliances,  chemi- 
cals, confectionery,  metal  products,  leather  lines,  stoves,  ranges,  furnaces,  house- 
hold necessities  and  other  less  Important  commodities.

The  city  has  built  a  four-mlllion-dollar 
hydro-electric  plant  to  encourage  the  location  of  new  industries  and  the  adoption 
of  a  three-cent  rate  for  domestic  lighting,  with  equally  low  prices  for  electric 
power  for  manufacturing,  is  perhaps  the  greatest  inducement  we  have  yet  made 
towards  further  industrial  development.

The  biggest  thing  In  the  progress  made  In  Winnipeg  during  1911  was  the  big 
Increase  of  two  and  a  half  million  dr>llars  In  building  over  that  of  $irj.lu6.4S0  In 
1910.  In  addition  to  the  building  permits  Issued  to  the  value  of  $17,600,000  In- 
side the  city  limits  In  1911  may  be  added  13.000.000  expended  In  n,  w  homes  and 
other  buildings  In  the  Immediate  outlying  suburbs. 

An  Increase  In  1911  of  »219.000.000  In  Winnipeg  bank  clearings  places 
this  city  at  the  head  of  all  flnan'  ial  centres  on  the  continent  In  Increased  per- 
centage of  clearings  over  1910.  The  total  bank  clearings  for  the  year  1911, 
amounting  to  Jl.172.762.142.  has  placed  Winnipeg  tor  the  first  time  In  the  billion- 
dollar  class  of  cities.

customer  for  the  mauufacturer  of  other  parts— a  customer  to  be  cuUKated,  en- 
couraKed,  attended  to. 


At  preseni,  -ne  of  the  chief  needs  of  the  West,  naturall.-,  is  farming  r.uichin- 
ery.  In  the  three  provinces  of  Manitoba.  Saskatchewan  anil  Alberta  thert  exists 
ti  iay  an  open  market  ready  for  exploitation  by  r.mnufacturers  and  mathlnery 
agent  B.  second  to  none,  and  one  that  will  grow  with  time,  instead  of  being — as  l» 
the  case  of  other  markets— glutted  when  the  immediate  demand  has  been  sup- 
plied.
